Four Soldiers Injured During a Fight 
With the French Miners.

Paris, Nov. 8.—A meeting was held 
at Leus, I’as-de-Calals, to-day, of dele¬ 
gates from the coal mining districts, 
the object being to determine whether 
to accept the adverse arbitration de¬ 
cision or to continue the strike. The 
leaders are seeking to induce its assist¬ 
ance, but the miners generally are in¬ 
sisting ou a continuance of the strike.

HEAVY DAMAGES AWARDED. 


Plumbing as It 
Should Be Done 


Verdict For Twenty-Five Thousand Dol¬ 
lars Against Lady Violet 
Beauchamp. 


The sensational libel suit brought by 
Mrs. Julia Watt aguinat Lady Violet 
Btauchiuip ended in the Londou courts 
by the plain till being awarded £5,UU0 
(f25,000) damages. 

When the coart opened an immense 
crowd besieged the public entrance. 
Well-dreused men and women struggled 
and fought for places. The court room 
was packed when the proceedings began, 
many people welt known in society being 
present. 

The principal actors in this remark¬ 
able case were in their seats early. Lady 
Violet Beauchamp, in a striking toilet of 
crimson, sat by the aide of the man 
whose mind she was accused of poison¬ 
ing. Both Lady Violet and Mr. Watt 
appeared absolutely undisturbed by the 
sensation which they caused. Mr*.

SMELTER FOR GOLDEN. 

Laborers’ Co-Operatire Company About 
to Erect a Plant. 

“Among the guests at the Commercial 
hotel, Vancouver, is C. E. Nyler, secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of the Laborers’ Co-Oper¬ 
ative Gold, Silver 6c Copper Mining 
Company of British Columbia,” says the 
Vancouver News-Advertiser. 

“As a result of Mr. Nyler’a visit, m 
couple of carloads of material will be 
shipped this week' to Golden, in con- 
I nection with the erection of a smelter 
| which is to be built there, to treat the 
ores of the company’s mines and other 
mines within reasonable radius. 

“Seen by a reporter, Mr. Nyler said 
that the Co-Operative Company owns 
about twenty-seven claims located In the 
vicinity of Golden. ’At present,’ said 
he, ‘we are operating three camps, and 
employ about 00 men.* 

“In order that the operation of the 
company’s mines may be facilitated and 
icarried on upon an economical basis, 
the company is potting op a smelter at 
a cost of about $20,000, which it ex¬ 
pects to have completed in a couple of 
months. The smelter will be equipped 
to treat silver-lead, gold and copper 
ores, and while it ia primarily designed 
to handle the ores mined by the com¬ 
pany, its capacity wlil be sufficient to 
treat all the ore likely to offer within 
workable distance. ‘In fact* said Mr. 
Nyler, ‘we already have sufficient pro¬ 
mise of business from neighboring mine* 
to keep the furnace busy.’ 

“Most of the claims, Mr. Nyler said, 
were in the vicinity of Golden, whOe 
about six were located near Sica mo us. 

“The company is erecting a three- 
stnry building in Golden, In Which it will 
corduct a store on the co-operative plan. 
One apartment of the building is to be 
set apart for a newspaper, to be known 
as the Golden Star, which will be issued 
weekly.

find, nor hare I ever found, It easy to 
speak of him before an audience even 
of the moot sympathetic character, be¬ 
cause my relations with him were not 
merely—I had almost said were not even 
chiefly—of s public character; or were 
my debts to uim simply connected with 
the public affaire of this country. It is 
true that I entered my public life 28 
years ago as the member for Hertford 
under his auspices.

Another splendid strike hoe been mkde 
lu the Peyton tunnfit at the I.* Roi 
wine. Went of the working* from 
which the previous high grade ore had 
been extracted and where a fault oc¬ 
curred in the vein a crosscut run for 
exploratory purposes broken into three 
and a half fe^fc of rich ore. The Aver¬ 
age of value* is as high as was the 
case in the former workings. Two ma¬ 
chines have been placed in the new ore 
tody, one working east and the 'other 
WNt 

The effect of the new strike will be to 
increase the shipments from this ore 
body. Much depends, of course, upon 
the continuity of the ore as deveIoi*d 
hereafter, but th© appearance of the 
strike would seem to indicate a bright 
outlook In this respect. 

The Peyton tunnel workings hare 
proved decidedly remunerative te the 
Lo Roi people. Up to the present time 
five cam of the high grade ore extract¬ 
ed therefrom have been shipped to the 
finelter, and the results have been ex- 
t client. The first car averaged uo less 
than $70 per ton, while the subsequent 
shipment* ran something over $30. 
Shipments will ho continued regularly 
from this ore body. 

Operations in the main workings of 
the Le Roi are being continued stead¬ 
ily along the lines in effect for several 
months. The crew rmnuimt between 
350 and 300 strong.—Rowland Miner.

They Did.

In England. Ireland. Germany, Switzer¬ 
land and France old pipes, made of clay, 
wood and metal, have frequently been 
found, and they closely resemble modern 
pipes. 

Certain archaeologist a have now come for¬ 
ward to claim that the ancients must have 
smoked, as the existence of the old pipes 
cannot be explained on any other theory. 
Home of the pipes, they point out, date 
back to the Roman snd Merovingian riotbs, 
and, so for as can be discovered, ail are 
apparently genainr. 

In several old authors, they say, passages 
can be found which prove clearly that cer¬ 
tain ancleot peoples were accustomed to 
Inhale tho vapor of plants, both for the 
purpose of becomlnr exhilarated god of 
coring certain diseases. Herodotus says 
that the Inhabitants of the great islands of 
the Araxes. which Is supposed to be tbs 
modern Volga, “were wont to throw piles 
of fruit on a fire and then to Inhale the 
vapor, with the reeult that they became as , 
drunk Ss ever the Greeks became after 
drinking wine, and the more fruit they 
threw on the fire the more drunk they 
became.” 

Pomponhia Mein, the Roman geographer, 
telle a somewhat similar story about cer¬ 
tain Thracian tribes. 'They knew nothing 
about wins, be says, but when they feasted 
they threw seeds on a fire, and the vapor 
which arose from them made them Just a* 
livery as though they bad becoaae drunk 
with wine. A work, attributed to Plu¬ 
tarch. further soya that these seeds wcee 
obtained from a grass which grew beside 
the rivers of Thrace. 

Pliny says that the vapor of plant* was 
used to cure disease*, and be especially 
mention* that In some instances It was-In¬ 
haled through a tube. In the tame manner 
as tobacco 1s now smoked.—Exchange,

WHICH WAS ISSUED 

BY HOH. W. S. FIELDING 


The Canadian Minister,’ Attitude on 
Preferential Trade Defined in 
a Resolution. 


Ottawa, Nor. 5.—Tlie following offi¬ 
cial statement as to the result of the 
colonial conference wan handed out by 
the minister of finance to-day: 

Tlie blno book leaned In London con 
talhs sovcral speeches by members of 
the Imperial cabinet lntVodmiu* sub- 
sects to tlie conference, but die debstes 
which followed were treated as confi- 
oeutiul, and therefore ore net included 
in the published report. All the reso¬ 
lutions adopted by the eentereuce are 
published. In sever id matters of ape- 
clul jiiuportance doeticneut* were sub¬ 
mitted by members of the conference, 
uud those are included In Jtho published 
report. On the subject of preferential 
trude the cabinet were Inclined to 
minimize the Canadian preference. Tlie 
British board of trade submitted a 
statistical statement on the trade be¬ 
tween the United Kingdom and the 
colonies, and also a special memorandum 
selecting the Cauadiun preferential tar¬ 
iff on trade between the United Kiug- 
(iom and C-nnada. In this it wns argued 
that notwithstanding the preference th^ 
Canadian tariff was still high, and that 
the preference did not very materially 
benefit Great Britain. This memor¬ 
andum was met by another prepared by 
the Canadian ministers, giving the his¬ 
tory off the preferential tariff showing 
the increase that had taken place in 
trade between Canada and the Mother 
Country, and contending that this in¬ 
crease wns to a very considerable ex¬ 
tent due to the preference. Debate* 
on these questions took place, and the 
matter was also considered by com¬ 
mittees. In th© eonrae of the negotia¬ 
tions suggestions were made as to 
further advantages that might be given 
to Great Britain in return for a pref¬ 
orm*© in the British market. 

What the Colonies Offered. 

Tlie president of the board of trade, 
the lUfht Hon. Gerald Balfour, sub¬ 
mitted to the conference a memoran¬ 
dum giving the substance of what the 
colonies were disposed to grant in re¬ 
turn for such a British preference. The 
memorandum is as follows: 

“Memorandum of the president of 
the board of trade: 

“As a result of the communication* 
which have taken place it is under¬ 
stood that the representatives of the 
colonies hereinafter menlioued axe 
pi spared to recommend to their re¬ 
spective parliaments preferential treat¬ 
ment to British goods in th© following 
lilies: 

“Canada—The existing preference of 
thirty-throe and a third per cent, aud 
an additional preference on Hats of 
selected articles (s> by further reduc¬ 
ing th© duties In favor of tlie United 
Kingdom; (b) bv raising the duties 
against foreign imports; (c) by ;tn|HM- 
Ing dutl.es on certain foreign imports 
now on the free li«t. 

“Anstralia — Preferential tr?ntment 
not definite as to nature or extent.” 

"New Zealand—‘A general preference 
by t«wi per cent, all round reduction of 
tl:© present duties on British manufac¬ 
tured goods or an equivalent in , re¬ 
spect of a list of selected articles on 
the lines proposed by Canada, namely: 
(nl By further reducing the duties in 
favor of the United Kingdom; (b) by 
raising th© duties against foreign im¬ 
ports; (c) by imposing duties on cer¬ 
tain foreign imports now on the free 
list. 

“The Capo and Natal—A preference of 
twenty-five per cent, or its equivalent 
on dutiable goods other than specially 
rated duties on foreign Imports.” 

A Resolution on Preferential Trade. 

Ultimately a resolution on the sub¬ 
ject of preferential trad© was adopted 
by tbo conference. Tlie Canadian 
ministers summarized the proceedings 
on the subject in a memorandum 
which is in th© blue book. Tli© resolu¬ 
tion of the conference reads as fol¬ 
lows; 

“(1) The conference recognizes that 
the principle of preferential trade be¬ 
tween the United Kingdom and His 
Majesty's dominions beyond the seas 
would stimulate mutual commercial 
intercourse and would by permitting 
th© development of th© resources and 
industries of the several parts 
strengthen the Empire. 

“(2) That th© conference recognizes 
that in the present circumstances of 
the colonies it is impracticable to 
adopt a general system of free trade 
ns between the Mother Country and 
the British | dominions beyond the 
Sins. 

“(3) That with a view, however, of 
promoting th© in crons© of trade with¬ 
in th© Empire. It is desirable that 
those colonies which have not already 
adopted such « policy should as far 
as their circumstances permit give 
substantial preferential treatment to 


I the products and manufactur* of 
the United Kingdom. 

“(4) Tli© priiuo ministers of the cob 
■ ul °b respectfully urge on His Mflj©*- 
1 ty's government the expediency of 
I granting in th© United Kingdom pref- 
| creutinl treatment to the products and 
manufactures *of the colonies either 
| by exemption from, or reduction of , 
I duties uow or hereafter imposed. That j 
j the prime ministers present at the ■ 
conference undertake to submit to 
! the'r respective governments at the | 
j ccrlie.it opportunity the principle of 
i the resolution and to request them to 
j take such measures as may b© neces- 
i Miry to give effect to it."

“The Canadian ministers, therefore, sub¬ 
mitted a memorandum on the subject of th© 
advantages received by Gnat Hritaiu 
from the Cunadtan prcf<-n ntlnl tariff with 
a view to showing that they were of 
much rain© and entitled to weighty con¬ 
sideration of the whole subject. WUUe 
urglug that the benefits of th© preference 
were such ns to entitle Canada to the de¬ 
sired exemption from the duties on food 
products In the United Kingdom, the U«na<- 
dlan ministers st.it,d that within certain 
limitations they were prepared to consider 
the request of Mr. Chamberlain for further 
concessions. They stated, however, that It 
was necrasary to have a rlenr understand¬ 
ing as to the relstlou of the preference to 
Canadian Industries. While holding that It 
was not necessary to enter luto the ques¬ 
tion ns to the wisdom or unwisdom of the 
fiscal policy umlt* which these Industrie* 
have grown In (binadn, they had to recog¬ 
nise the fact that these industries might 
be seriously affected by farther tariff 
changes. Large reductions of duties had 
already been made, especially in Itrltlsh Im¬ 
ports, nnd the ministers agreed that In 
somo Hues of Importance further reduc¬ 
tions would creute such a disturbance of 
trade as would not be couduclv© to the wel¬ 
fare of the eonntry. 

“Then 1 fore, concessions to the disadvan¬ 
tage of home industry could not b© made, 
but the Ciuusdlan inlulater* |x>lnted out that 
the Canadian tariff was by no menus pro¬ 
hibitive; that large quantities of poods 
were Imported, aud that a great proportion 
of these chine from foreign countries. In 
any Hues In which there was a reasonable 
probability that these goods could be 
manufactured lu Great Britain It might 
be possible to so readjust duties as to give 
an additional ndvuuiago to the British 
manufacturer, and thus turu over to him 
a volume of trade, tne profits of which 
now go to forelgu couutrie*. This read¬ 
justment might l>© brought about lu any or 
ail of the fo.lowtng ways: 

“«.) Iu some cases by the rtriuctlou o t 
duties uow Imposed on liritish goods, 
where such reduction might be made with¬ 
out injustice to any Uaumliau Industry. 

“(2.) By the transfer u t stone urucles 
from the free list to the dutiable list at 
such rales a* would give substantial pre¬ 
ference to the Britisu manufacturer, lu 
Stead of leaving him, as at present, on 
even terms with the foreign competitor as 
respects such articles. 

“IS.) By imposing a small duty aa respect* 
foreign goods on some articles now on the 
free list, while allowing them to coutluu© 
free as respects British Imports. 

“(4.) In warn* cases possibly by an In¬ 
crease In the duty of foreign snides, thus 
liicressiiig the amount of tha preference 
on British goods. Such Incrense on foreign 
article* could, however, only b© Justified 
where the market coaid be mpplled by the 
British manufacturer at th© preferential 
rates of duty. 

“The Canadian ministers stated that 1/ 
they could ho nosurril that th© Imperial 
government would accept the principle <«f 
preferential trod© generally, and particu¬ 
larly grant to the food products of Canada 
In th© United Kingdom exemption from 
dutkK now levied, they, the Onuadian inln- 
Isters, would be prepared to carry on the 
dlscuaslon on (lie lines above mentioned 
nnd endeavor to give to the British manu¬ 
facturer au luereaseri advantage over his 
foreign competitor In th© markets of Can¬ 
ada. 

“Meanwhile the Canadian ministers de¬ 
termined to present to the conference n 
resolution affirming the principle of pre¬ 
ferential trade, and the desirability of Its 
adoption by the ©oloule* generally, aud 
also expressing th© opluion of the prime 
ministers of the colonies that His Ma¬ 
jesty’s government should reciprocate by 

J ranting preferential terms to the pn>- 
uuts of th© colonies In the markets of the 
Mother Coantry. In taking this count© the 
minister* desired to have It understood that 
they did so with the strong hop© nnd ex¬ 
pectation that the principle of preferential 
trade would be more widely accepted by 
the colonies, and that th© Mother Coun¬ 
try would, at no distant day, see th© wis¬ 
dom of adopting th© same principle Of 
granting exemption In the United Kingdom- 
; to th© product* of th© colonies from duties 
1 at present levied. 

“If, after using ©very effort to bring 
about such a readjustment of the flseai 
pulley of th© Empire, the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment should find that the principle of 
preferential trade la not nceeptnbl© to the 
colon lea generally or the Mother Country, 
then Canada should be free to take such 
action as might then he denned necessary 
In th© pres©nce of such conditions.” 

Then follow the resolatlous nnd the ques¬ 
tions of Imperial defence.

“Tlie settlement of th© Welshmen 
from Patagonia in tlie Northwest hia

«ntlre oolony. Already, they have boon 
so successful, that it is now but the 
matter of a little tim© when the ©ntlre 
colony shat! have made its way into 
Canada.” 

Tlie speaker was P. B. Ijeever, of 
Cardiff, Wales, who arrived in Mon¬ 
treal ou the steamer Lak© Slmeoe. Mr. 
Leever ia accompanied by his wif© and 
fnmHy, and intends settling at Three 
Rivers, a settlement about forty miles 
v cat of Winnipeg. 

“But then comes the qnestion,” Mr. 
Leever wept on to say, “whether the 
Welshmen even in Cauada will adhere 
to their own customs of remniaiog to¬ 
gether and persisting in speaking their 
cwn language, with tlie ultimate mien 
tion of remaining in Canada aud becom¬ 
ing Canadians. Of courat*, I may be a 
false prophet, but still it is my firm 
belief that as soou as they have mud » 
enough money to etmbl© them to return 
to Wales and buy a little farm, they will 
do so. They are Wtdalimer, and Welsh¬ 
men they will remain.
